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DETAILED ACTION 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

1. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

2. Claims 10 and 11 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. Claim 10 recites the limitations "the inner ends of the 
stretchers of the umbrella" in lines 2-3, "the runner axis" in line 4, and "the upper part of 
the shaft" in line 7. There is insufficient antecedent basis for these limitations in the 
claim. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

3. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 

obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

4. Claims 1-3, 6 and 8 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable 
over Earnshaw in US Patent 6516820 in view of Torii in US Patent 3145720. Earnshaw 
teaches a tilting umbrella having lower (1b) and upper (3) shaft portions wherein the 
upper portion can tilt with respect to the lower portion, a runner (5), and a mechanical 
linking means having an upper (13) and lower (21) component wherein the runner links 
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to the lower component of the linking mechanism and controls the tilt of the upper 
portion of the shaft. Earnshaw fails to teach that the mechanism is rotated to affect the 
tilt of the upper shaft portion. Torii teaches an umbrella having upper (2) and lower (22) 
shaft portions wherein the upper shaft portion can tilt with respect to the lower portion, 
and a linking means having an upper (110) component comprising a gear element 
having one or more teeth (best seen in Figure 2) and a pivot block (103) and a lower 
(112) component in permanent drive connection between the upper shaft portion, 
wherein the lower component comprises a substantially wormlike helical thread (best 
seen in Figure 2) engaging the teeth on the gear element and is rotatably mounted on 
the lower shaft portion and is rotated to effect the tilting action of the upper shaft portion. 
It would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art at the time of invention to 
modify the device of Earnshaw by using a rotating tilt mechanism as taught by Torii and 
having a rotating runner controlling the lower component of the linking means in order to 
provide a more adjustable tilt angle for the umbrella canopy. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

5. Claims 4, 5, 7, and 9 would be allowable if rewritten to overcome the rejection(s) 
under 35 U.S.C. 112, 2nd paragraph, set forth in this Office action and to include all of 
the limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims. 

6. Claims 10 and 1 1 would be allowable if rewritten or amended to overcome the 
rejection(s) under 35 U.S.C. 112, 2nd paragraph, set forth in this Office action. 
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Conclusion 



7. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. Eamshaw '673, Earnshaw et al. '797 and Ma teach tilting 
umbrella shafts.
